But the Rufia.s were refolved with their 
whole Force’ to oppole this Defign, and were 
determined that Stanifaus fhould never be 
King of Poland; and the Emperor joined the 
Czarina in th’s Refolution. 
this, the Ru/ians entered Poland in the Month 
of Augu/?, with a numercus and formidable 
amy: Notwithftanding which,  Stami/lexs, 

ho had privately conveyed himfelf in toPolan d, 
was ues Management of the Primate, who was 
in the french Interett, elected King of Po- 
land, and proclaimed in Septemier *: But 
on ie Rujfians approaching Warjaw, he and 
his Party Hed, and retired to Dantzicé , and 
the Elector of Saxony, Son of the late King, 
was chofen and proclaimed King of Poland in 
October ; and the next Month the Saxon Troo;s 
likewife entered Poland. In the mean Time

On Yanuyary 17, bis Majefty went to the 
Houle of Peers, Hee opened the Sefficn with 
a molt gracious Speech to both Houfes, tel]- 
ing them, that the War, which was now be.

As‘ foon as 
fhe had read them, with much Difdain, Ne, 
fays fhe, Lwwell never confe/s that: —Iwould not 
make uje of a Lye to fave my Life:—?Tis true, 
1 have done a great many foslish Things; but I 
had no Intention to murder my Father; and I 
will never be induced to confe/s what I am not 
guilty of: I gave him the Powder, it is 
true, but did not fujpeé? the Confequence. - 
A little after this, fhe appeared very thought- 
ful for fome Time, and thea faid, Jt was 
damw’d Thing my burning Cranftoun’s Letters, 
Jor there was enough in them to have conviéted 
him, whenever he was catch’d. —Forgetting that 
this amounted to a Confeflion of her own 
Guilt; for if Cranffoun’s Letters to her were 
fufficient for his Conviction, they muft ne- 
ceflarily inform her, that the Powders were 
hurtful.

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+ That you believe in a God, in the immortal 
Nature of the Sou’, in Fefus Chrift, and in a 
Rewards and Punishments, I 
am witlling to perfuade my/e}f — As to the un- 
worthy Man who has tempted you to your Ruin, 
J have good Grounds to believe bim to be an 
Infidel: If he has communicated fuch Principles 
So you, torender you more capable of executing 
his wicked Purpofes, your perfifting therein’ will 
ruin your poor Soul for ever; the Moment you 
enter into that awful State- of Separation, you 
will be eternally convinced of your Error.— The 
very Devils behevea Ged, and tremble! 

You will, perhaps, exprefs Surprize at my 
entertaining a Doubt of this Nature.— What ? 
You that have been fo conftant at Publie Wor- 
frip, that have fo frequently participated of the 
moft facred Rite of the Chrifiian Religion, to 
be thought an Infidel? Alas! Mifs, Externals 
are but the Husks of Piety, they are eafy tothe 
Hypocrite. —— The Body mav biw down in the 
Houfe of God, yet the Soul do Homage to Be- 
ial.—God forbid, that this foould touch you.u-— 

And indeed, to be fincere, when on the one 
band I view the Arguments of your Guilt, and 
on the other, behold your ftrong Afjertions of In- 
nocence, to the hazarding of the Soul, if un- 
true, I am greatly perplexed, I know not what 
te fay or believe.— The Alternative, I prefume 
is, you ere either a Believer and innocent, or an 
Infidel and guilty. But that holy Religion, 
wpich I profe/s, obliging me, in all Cafes of 
Doubt, to incline to the moft charitable Con- 
Airuciion, I fay, that I am willingly perfuaded, 
that you believe in the abovementioned Truths, 
ard are in fome Degree innocent. 

You have, dear Mifs, applied to temporal Coun- 
sil, with regard to the Determination of your 
Body.—They have failed.—Your Life is forfeit- 
ed to ‘Fuflice—You are already dead in the Eye 
of the Law.—Ob! Mifs, the Counfel which 
my poor Underflanding gives, is /piritual, may 
that be more fucce/sful.— May God grant that the 
Fate of your Soul, may not refemble the Fate of 
your Body! May it not perifh and die for ever ! 

Naw, Mi/s, you muft neceffarily be in one of 
thefe two Situations ; you mujft either be innocent 
‘by not defigning to hurt your Father; or you 

defigned to kill your Father, and are guilty, and 
conceal your Guilt for private Reafons. Per- 
mit me to offer fomething upon each of tnefe 
Heads — 

If it fbould be the Cafe, that you are inno- 
cently the Cause of Alr. Blandy’s Death, which 
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Numb, AV. 
Heaven grant! if you hardoured not a Thought 
of injuring your unbappy Father; you have the 
greate? of all Comforts to fupport you; you may 
think upon that laff and awful Tribunal, be- 
fire whith all the Sons cf Adam Jfhall appear, 
and from which no Secret is hid.—-There will be 
20° Injuftice. ~Innocence will be vindicated. - The 
Scheme of Providence will be then unfolded.— 
There your Patience, under your Sufferings, 
and Refignations to the Decrees of Heaven, 
will be rewarded.— Your Errors and Failings 
God will pity and have mercy upon, for be re- 
members whereof we are made.—You may face 
the igncininious Tree with Calmnefs.— Death 
has no Stings to wound Innocence.—Guilt alone 
clothes him with Terrors: (to the guilty Wretch 
he is terrible indeed!) And at the Refurrection, 
and at the Laft-Day, you will joyfully behold 
Fefus Chrift, your Saviour, join the triumphant 
Multitudes of the Bleffed, and follow them into 
the everlafiing Manjions of Glory. 

The other Point I am to fpeak to, is upona 
Suppofition of your Guilt.— God direct me what 
to fay! If you repent, you will be fuved.— But 
what Repentance can be adequte to fuch Crimes ? 
O Mifi! your infamous End is a Satisfaciion 
due to human Laws: But there is another Sa- 
tisfaction which God expects to be made for fuch a 
dreadful Vielation of Lews Divine.—Once, Mifs, 
you had two Fathers to provide for and protec? 
you; one by the Ties of Nature, the other by the 
Bonds of Grace and Religion— And now! 
your earthly Parent is your Accufer, and your 
beavenly One your Fudge. Both are become your 
Enemiesx— Good God! what deep Diftre/s ts 
this! where can Miifery like this find Comfort 
and Relief? O Mifs, the only Anchor, which 
can preferve your Soul from pert/bing, 1s your 
bleffed Saviour.— Believe in him ;—what/foever 
you ask in bis Name, believing, God will grant. 
For to them that believe, all Things are poffidle. 
—Unburden your whole Soul: — Pour out your 
Servent Prayers to God.— Remember, that in 
finite Mercy is glorified in the vileft Sinners.— 
If there are any Acceffaries to this horrid Crime, 
diftover them.—Make all poffible Reparation for 
Injuries you have done.— Heartily forgive, and 
pray for your Enemies, and more particularly 
for all concerned in the Profecution againfl you. 
— Deteft your Sins truly, and refolve ta do fo for 
the Time 10 come, and be in Charity with all 
Men. If you perform thefe Things truly and 
fincerely, your Life, which fetsin gloomy Clsuasy 
Shame and Darkne/s, may, by the rey 
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bs perhaps, Mai/s, to your everlafling Ha- 
ward, you will uot confefs your Guilt, for Jome 
Reafons. —And what muff thefe be? 

You may polfibly then imagine, that if you 
confefi your Crime to God, you are not ciliged 
to confess to the World ; — generally fbeaking, 
God is the fole Confeffor of Mankind; but your 
Cafe is @ particular Exception to this Rule, — 
vu will want the Affifiance of God's Minifters. 
—But bow ts it-poffible for you to receive any 
Benefit from them, if you do not reprefent to 
them the true State of your Soul without Di/- 
guile? A Secret of this Nature, /mothered in 
the Breaff, 1s a Fire which preys upon, and 
confumes all Quietnefs and Repofe. —— Confider 
too the imminent Danger of a Lye of this Na- 
rure; confider the “fujtice due to your Accufers, 
ro your Judges, and to the World. 

But you will fay, Confeffion of my Crime cuts 
of cll Hope of Royal Mercy. — Dear Mifs, do 
not indulge yourfelf in fuch a Thought, — pre- 
pare for the worft.—- Confider how pernicious Flat- 
tery of this Nature is.—Remember that God ts 
enly @ God of Mercy in this; in another Life, he 
isa God of ‘fuftice. 

I can hardly think that Shame has any Share 
in the Concealment of your Guilt; for no Shame 
can exceed that which you have already fuffered. 
Befides, Confeffion is all the Amends you can 
make, and Mankind know experimentally how 
frail and imperfec? human Nature is, and will 
allow for it accordingly. 

And thus, Dear Mifs, have Iwrote to you, 
with a fincere View to your everlafiing Happi- 
nefs.—If during this difmal Twilight, this In- 
terval between Life and Death, I can ferve 
you, command me.—The World generally flies the 
Unfortunate, rejoices in Evil, triumphs over 
Difire/s ;— Believe me glad to deviate from fuch 
Inbumanity.-— As the Offices of Friendpfip which 
you can receive from me are confined to fuch a 
foort Period, let them be fuch as concern your 
everlafting Welfare. —The greateft Pleafure I 
can receive (if Pleafure can arife from fuch fad 
Portion) will be to hear that you entertain a 
comfortable Afjurance of being happy for ever; 
which that you may be, is the fervent Prayer 
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MifSZs BLAND Y’s Answ_ER to the 
aforefaid Letter.

On the 17th of ‘faxuary, the Commons 
received the Report from the Committee for 
a Bili to prevent the receiving ftolen Goods, 
and for the Regulation of Pawnbrokers, which 
Was agreed to.

The Houfe alfo agreed to the following Re- 
folutions of the Committee for confidcring fur- 
ther of Ways and Means for raifing the Supply 
granted to his Majetty, viz. . 

That, from and after the 29th of Septem- 
ber, 1752, the Sum of Forty-Shillings Yearly 
be paid to his Majefty, for a Licence to be 
taken out Yearly by every Perfon exercifing 
the Trade of a Pawnbroker, within the Bills 
of Mortality. 

That, from and after the 29th of September, 
1752, the Sum of Ten Shillings Yearly fhall 
be paid to his Majefty, for a Licence to be 
taken out Yearly by every Perfon exercifing the 
‘Trade of a Broker, dealing in Second-Hand 
Goods within the Bills of Mortality.

O be abfolute Mafter of one’s own Time 

and Actions, is an Inftance of Liberty 
which is not found but in Solitude. A Man 
that lives in a Crowd is a Slave, even though 
all that are about him fawn upon him, and 
give him the upper Hand: They call him Maf- 
ter, or Lord, and treat him as fuch; but as 
they hinder him from doing what he other- 
wife would, the Title and Homage they pay 
him is but Flattery and Contradiction. 

some run foto this Sort of Bondage by a 
Fondnefs for Popularity, and the Eclat of Foi- 
lowers; and others, through an Impatience of 
being at any Time by themfelves. Of this 
Sort one feeks Company to help him to enjoy 
himfelf; and, at laft, by his Succefs that Way, 
gets fuch a Train of Friends, or rather Com- 
panions, that he has no Enjoyment at all. 
Here, as in many other Inftances, Pleafure is 
fouzht, and Vexation found. Thus it is to be 
Weary of ourfelves, and not to know, wuh 
the great Scipio, how to be leaft alone when 
we are alone.

Here the Heart 
foftens, and Vigilance fubfides; we are then 
willing to enquire whether another Advance 
cannot be mace, and whether we may not at 
laft turn our Eyes upon the Gardens of Plea- 
fure; we approach them with Scruple and 
Hefitation, we enter them, but enter timoe 
rous and trembling, and always hope to pafs 
through them without lofing the Road of 
Virtue, which we, for a while, keep in our 
Sight, and to which we propofe to we 
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F But Temptation fucceds Temptation, and one 
~ Compliance prepares us for another ; we in 
Time lofe the Happinefs of Innocence, and fo- 
lace our Difquiet with fenfual Gratifications. 
By Degrees we let fall the Remembrance of 
our original Intention, and quit the only ade- 
quate Object of rational Defire. We entangle 
ourfelves in Bufinefs, immerge ourfelves in 
Luxury, and rove through the Labyrinths of 
Inconftancy, till the Darknefs of old Age be- 
gins to invade us, and Difcafe and Anxiety ob- 
ftruét our Way. We then look back upon 
ourfelves with Horror, with Sorrow, with Re- 
pentance ; and wifh, but too often vainly wifh, 
that we had not forfaken the Ways of Virtue. 
Happy are they, my Son, who fhall learn, from 
thy Example, not to defpair, but fhail remem- 
ber, that though the Day is paft, and their 
Strength is wafted, there yet remains one Ef- 
fort to be made; that Reformation is never 
hopelefs, nor fincere Endeavours ever unaflifed, 
but the Wanderer may at laft return after all 
his Errors; and he who implores Strength and 
Courage from above, fhall find Danger and 
Difficulty give Way before him. Go now, 
my Son, to thy Repofe ; commit thyfelf to the 
Care of Omnipotence, and when the Morning 
calls again to Toil, begin anew thy Journey 
and thy Life.

Political State of Foreign Affairs, 


Conflantinople, May 4. 


HE Grand Admiral of the Ottoman Empire 

is in a few Days to put to Sea with ten Men 
of War, and ten Galleys. Someof thefe Ships will 
cruize off the Coafts of Barbary, by Virtue of the 
Engagement the Grand Signior is under to protect 
the Navigation of the Regencies of Atrica, whenever 
they require the Protection of his Highnefs. The 
reft of the Squadron will cruize in the Archipelago, 
where the Captain Bafhaw will collet the annual 
Tribute which thofe Iflands pay to the Sultan. The 
Foreign Minifters, according to Cuftom, went to 
wifh the Admiral a hanpy Voyage. He gave on 
this Occafion a very cordial Reception to the Baron 
de Hochpied, Ambaflador from the States General, 
faying to him, ‘ Your Excellence may be aflured 
‘ that I will have, in the Courfe of my Navigation, 
and as much as my Department will permit, all 
imaginable Attention to caufe the Capitulations to 
be obferved which fubfift between the High Porte 
and the States of the United Provinces. It will be 
very agreeable to me to give this Mark of Pro- 
tection and Friendfhip to the Subjeéts of the Re- 
publick, and to do them all the Service in my Pow- 
er, and your Excellence need only to write to me 
whenever you fhall judge that I can be ufeful and 
* neceflary to you.” 

Pojnania, May 31. We learn by feveral private 
Letter:, that the Haydaimacks have begun again to 
make Incurfions upon the Frontiers of the Ukrain ; 
that they bad recently plunder’d a large Village 
there, and had murdered a great Part of the In- 
habitants; that they had advanced farther in the 
Country with Defign to continue their Outrages, but 
the Governor of Kiow, having fent a confiderable 
Detachment in Perfuit of them, thofe Troops had 
furprifed and cut in Pieces a large Body. 

Venice, June 3. A Letter is handed about here 
from ‘Tunis, importing, that the Resfon which in- 
duced the-Dey’s eldeft Son to rebel againft his Father, 
was the latter’s taking away a Concubine which h's 
Son was paffionately fond of ; that the unhappy Dey, 
after lofing three Battles, was obliged to take Refage 
in the Caftle of Bardes, where he iapported a Siege 
for ten Days; but finding himfelf not in a Condition 
to hold out any ionzer, he furrendered at Difcretion, 
with twelve of his Wives, whom the barbarous 
Conqueror caufed immediately to be mafficred ; that 
the old Man was fext back into the Cafile, and kept 
Prifoner uncer a Guard of sco Men: After which, 
his unnatural Son caufed himfelf to be declared Dey. 


It is fince reported that this Wretch has fent Orders 
to put out his Father’s Eyes ; and, in cafe he fhould 
attempt to make his Efcape out of Prifon, immedi- 
ately to cut off his Head. 

eufchatel, June 6. Several more Proteftants 
have lately been fent to Prifon to Montpell er, for 
holding Affemblies, contrary to the King’s Prohibi- 
tion, A great many of thefe People are going from 
Languedoc to fettle at Geneva, and other Parts of 
Switzerland, and others to the Dominions of the 
King of Pruffia, who grants them great Privileges. 
Among them are Abundance of Workmen in the 
Silk and Velvet Manufaétures. 

Danizickh, May 29. By an Exprefs which arriv'd 
from Drefden the 26th, the Magittrates of this City 
have receiv’d Orders to fend two Members of the 
Regency to Frauitadt, to afk Pardon of the King 
for what is pafs’d: They are to carry with them 
50,000 Rixdollars, and 50,009 more are to be paid 
within a Month, his Majefty having moderated the 
Fine of 50,000 Ducats to 100,000 Rixdollars: Our 
other two Deputies are to remain at Drefden till the 
whole of the King’s Ordinance has been executed. 

Berlin, Fune 10. Every Thing is prepared for 
the Reception of the Princefs who is to be married ta 
Prince Henry. Her Arrival at Charlottenburgh is 
expected the 23d, and the Marriage is to be cele 
brated the next Day. 

We learn from Mirow, that in the Night of the 
3d Inftant, the Serene Prince Charles Louis Fre- 
derick, Duke of Mecklembourg-Mirow, died there 
in the asth Year of his Age. He was Brother, by 
the fecond Wife, of Adolphus Frederick IIIf. Duke 
of Mecklenbourg-Strelitz. 

Paris, A-la-main, Fune 12. Saturday laf the 
Parliament tried the People who ftole the facred 
Veffels from the Church of the Bernardines: One of 
them is fentenced to make Amand-honorable before 
the Church of our Lady, to have his Hands cut off 
at the Greve, broke there upon the Wheel, his 
Body to be afterwards burnt, and his Afhes thrown 
into the Air.
